teur radio experts. j 

The only other phase of the sub- 
ject taken up today, proposed limi- 
tation of power of stations, developed 
some differences of opinion. 


PRESENT SETS USELESS 


Experts introduced by Frank 0 
Scott, special counsel for the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters and 
the adio Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, told the commission that to ex- 
pand the existing band would ren- 
der practically useless approximately 
$650,000,000 worth of receiving sets 
because they are not built for recep- 
tion on wave lengths other than those 
now in use: They added that sets 
now held by dealers and those being 
designed by manufacturers also would 
have to be scrapped and that experi- 
ments thus far had not proved that 
sets to meet the proposed changes are 
feasible. 

To go below the 200-meter wave 
length minimum now in force, it is 
contended, would make it necessray 
for the commercial broadcaster to 
enter. the field now allocated to about 
18,000 amateurs, while to expand te- 
yond the 545-meter maximum wave 
would encroach on the field of the 
maritime services.

PLANE HIT 


Liberals Fire on 
Marine Flyers 


Force of Approximately 200 
Men in Nicaragua Tries 
to Kill Observers — 


Twelve Bullets Strike Craft 
as Machine Gunner in 
it Uses Lead Also — 


WASHINGTON, March 29. 
An attack by Liberals on an Amer- 
ican Marine Corps airplane was re- 
ported to the Navy Department to- 
day by Rear-Admiral Latimer, com- 
manding forces in Nicaragua. 

The admiral said a force estimated 
at 200 men opened fire yesterday 
with rifles and machine guns on an 
airplane piloted by Capt. H. D. 
Campbell, who, with Lieut. F. H. 
Lemson-Scribner as observer, was 
making an air reconnaissance about 
nine miles east of Leon. Part of the 
tall of the plane was shot away but 
neither officer was injured. 

At the time of the attack the 
plane was fiying at an altitude of 
about 1500 feet. It was struck 
twelve times by bullets. Lieut. 
Lamson-Scribner returned fire with 
his machine gun. No estimate as to 
casualties suffered on the ground was 
contained in the Latimer report. 
Capt. Campbell was appointed to 
the Marine Corps in 1917 from Ver- 
mont. He was the winner last year 
of the Schiff Memoria] trophy of- 
fered for the greatest number of 
hours in the air fown without injury 


to personnel or material. Lieut. 
Lamson-Scribner was born in Wash- 
ington, D. C.

_ ROME, March 29. (P)—Italian mili- 
tary forces have occupied further ter- 
ritory in Cyrenaica, North Africa, for 
the purpose, it was announced today, 
of definitely assuring land communi- 
cations between Benghazi and Ageda- 
via. The announcement adds: 

“The operation developed rapidly 
and the new line was occupied on the 
18th inst. Small groups of Senussi 
and rebels avoided combat with the 
Italian forces by fleeing toward the 
south. An automobile machine-gun 
squadron alone met with slight re- 
sistance near Sanono and opened fire 
against the fleeing tribesmen. They 
replied with their rifies.”

by the American Committee of Foreign Re- 
lations, “espouses an anti-Semitic, monar- 
chistic and extreme nationalist program of 
dictatorship. In foreign policy it opposes 
the peace treaty terms and all reparation 
payments, including the Dawes Plan. In do- 
mestic policy it advocates the overthrow 
of the republic by force.” 

While it is unthinkable that a group es- 
pousing such policies should become strong 
enough to form a government, it-has its 
effect in influencing the policies of some of 
the government blocks that need votes to 
assume and maintain control. 

Six of the nine political groups in Ger- 
many espouse with more or less insistence 
the monarchist principle. But it is here as 
with the radical principle in France; a res- 
toration o: the monarchy would lead to for- 
eign complications so grave that, for the 
present, it is inadvisable. Asserting that 
they are monarchists, they continue to sup- 
port a republican form of government. So 
long as they are willing to renounce their 
monarchical predilections in order to hold 
public office they are not likely to be a se- 
rious menace to the republic. They are 
like those who say they would like to be 
in heaven and still make every effort to 
prolong their earthly pilgrimage. 
Communism as a national policy has lost 
three-fourths of its adherents of seven years 
ago; but the Fascist policy, implying a dic- 
tatorship, must now be reckoned with in 
European political affairs. Its growth is 
not vigorous enough, however, to be re- 
garded at the present time as a manace to 
republican government. It is like some of 
the political “movements” that have come 
out of the Middle West in our own coun- 
try. They wax for a time like mushrooms, 
and like mushrooms they wane. They are 
storms that pass over the surface, but leave 
the depths undisturbed. 

Representative government continues to 
exist and thrive because there is no ade- 
» | quate substitute. When representative gov- 
ernment falls civilization totters. It is the 
only theory of government that can sustain 
the test of acfhal application to modern 
states and communities..

Our mothers and fathers did not 
live because of wine and beer but 
survived in spite of it, declared Dr. 


Marion Tracy Whiting yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the University of South- 
ern California in the second of a se- 
ries of weekly lectures sponsored by 
the Women’s Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee of Southern California in a 
concerted movement to push the 
study of scientific temperance. 
“If the American public only knew 
the destruction caused to the in- 
dividual system by the use of in- 
toxicants, liquor would be barred 
from this country as some terrible 
Dr. Whiting told the as- 
semblage, which was composed al- 
most exclusively of club women. 
“Sometimes nature has to knock 
us down to make us sit up and take 
notice. In Germany and other Eu- : 
ropean countries a man at 60 years 
of age is at his prime, the pinnacle 
of his life, but in this country vast 
numbers of us are suffering from 
hardening of the arteries at a com- 
paratively early period in our ca- 
reers. We never have been a moder- 
ate nation, but I pray God we will 
be a temperate one.” 
Dr. Whiting spoke on the subject 
“Prohibition and Its Gane Approach.” 
She urged those interested in law en- 
forcement to appeal to the lay mind 
if we ae to convince the public of 
the eventusl suffering and harm of 
liquor consumption. Figures and 
dry statistics will not help us much 
to get the proposition home, but we 
must place the ter under the nose 
of the lay voter With scientific facts 
that will sell themselves.”

EL CENTRO, March 20.—Mack 


Trentham, Imperial Irrigation Dis- 
trict director, who lost his office two 
years ago, when the district directors 
passed the famous gerrymander res- 
olution which was last week declared 
illegal by the State Supreme Court, 
was refused his seat when he ap- 
peared before the board and dee 
manded it today.
